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REPORTS 



I. CENTRAL COLLEGE 



The Educational Convention which was held in St. Louis in 1853, 
and which was composed of delegates from all parts of our Church 
in Missouri, began its work by laying broad and deep the founda- 
tion of a wise policy. That policy committed the Church to the es- 
tablishment in this State of one institution of learning of the highest 
order — and but one. While the policy contemplates that other 
schools of the grade of Academies, Seminaries, Institutes, etc., shall 
be established in all parts of our Church to supply the local demand 
and to serve as feeders to the central institution, yet it also contem- 
plates that our Church in this State, in providing educational facili- 
ties of the highest order, shall concentrate her united strength and 
resources upon one central institution, and but one. 

Our College at Faj^ette was the aforesaid central institution es- 
tablished by that convention, and the signal success of that College 
has fully vindicated the wisdom of the policy thus pursued. Let the 
same policy continue to be pursued. We are thoroughly convinced 
that the attempt which has been so often made elsewhere by our peo- 
ple to multiply Colleges in toojclose proximity to each other has been 
the bane of their educational efforts. The history of this depart- 
ment of our Church’s work has been strewn all along its pathway 
with the wrecks of such Colleges. Let us learn the dear-bought les- 
son which this experience teaches ; so shall we reap the fruits of 
wisdom. 

During the last few years, especially, the success of our Central 
College has been more marked. In some respects it has been grand. 
Its late increase in material resources, and the facilities it now pos- 
sesses for high education, are scarcely paralleled by any other 
Western institution. Its endowment fund now aggregates $110,000. 
This fund is not only collected from the donors, but it is all loaned 
upon good real estate security, and at a good interest. 
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The property of the College is now at least triple, in value, what 
it was a few years ago. The former lot of ground, which was very 
contracted and in bad shape, forms now but a small part of a beau- 
tiful and improved campus of about ten acres. The old College 
building has been greatly improved and beautified, and a part of it 
converted into a Library Hall. Aside from this, there stand now 
upon the campus, a gymnasium, a boarding house, a scientific hall, 
and a stately college chapel. The latter alone was built at a cost of 
$35,000. The value of all this real property is, at a moderate esti- 
mate, not less than $80,000. And the best of all is that these im- 
provements are paid for, and the College is now virtually free from 
debt. Too much praise cannot be accorded to those true friends of 
the College who stood by her in her darkest days, and who, more 
recently, have accomplished this grand work in her elevation ; and 
that, too, without the intervention, and annoyance, and expense, of 
paid agents. The policy of the present Board of Curators is, not to 
go in debt — the only safe policy. 

The College has lost much in losing its late President. His res- 
ignation was reluctantly accepted ; but an arrangement was made 
with him by which he will reside at Fayette for the present, and will, 
until such time as a suitable man can be secured for the Presidency, 
give to the institution such oversight and help as may not be incon- 
sistent with his Episcopal duties. 

In the meantime, Prof. Corprew, a very able Professor, is the 
acting President. The vacant Chairs, also, are all filled by good 
men. 

lhe present scholastic year has opened auspiciously, but there 
is still room for more students. Brethren, while we may look with 
just pride on the work already done in the establishment of this seat 
of learning, yet let us not forget that we have but just begun to 
. up such an institution as was contemplated by its founders, 
and as the demands of our great Church require. 

We ask our people to devise liberal things for it in the future. 
\\ e ask our ministers to give to it their influence and their prayers. 
Especially we ask them to speak words of commendation' in its be- 
half in their several charges, and to urge upon the people the great 
importance of giving to their sons those advantages of a high Chris- 
tian education which it offers. In no other way than this way, ex- 
cept by preaching the gospel of Christ, can our preachers do more 
for God and for the future of our Church.

CENTRAL FEMALE COLLEGE. 



The Board of Education have had before them the report of the 
Board of Curators of Central Female College, which shows the past 
year to have been one of very marked prosperity, there having been 
a larger attendance of both boarding and day pupils than the previ- 
ous year ; while the present enrollment is indicative of a still larger 
patronage the present year, and bespeaks for the College an in- 
creased prosperity. 

The faculty as now constituted, we believe to be entirely com- 
petent, and able to do the work of the school in a most satisfactory 
manner. President Kerdolff has exhibited ability and skill in his 
management of the institution, and has placed the school upon a 
line with the best educational institutions of the State. We are glad 
to believe that Central Female College is being from year to year 
more thoroughly equipped for the work of a female school of high 
grade, and that it is growing in favor with the people. 

The property of the institution is reported by the Board as being 
worth $40,000, with an indebtedness of $10,000. We regret that 
this indebtedness has been increased some $2,000 the past year, and 
would recommend that the Board of Curators take such steps and 
adopt such plans as look to a speedy discharge of the same. 

We concur with the Board of Curators in their request that the 
Revs. W. B. McFarland and W. B. Palmore, and J. D. Conner, 
Esq., be re-elected as members of the Board.

Report on Books and Periodicals. 



Your Committee to whom was referred the subject of Books 
and Periodicals, report as follows : 

The literature of a Church is an exponent of its true character, 
showing something of its inner life and mission in the world. If God 
has called it into being, its essential duty is to go forward and un- 
fold the life He has given. In doing this, it must be in accord with 
the genius and demands of the age. If a corrupt literature has pre- 
cedence, the greatest activity should be brought to bear to supplant 
it by a sanctified literature, and the Church that fails to meet this 
demand comes short of its mission, and is dwarfed to hopeless im- 
becility by a choking up of the very sources of success. 

We feel persuaded that our Church is keeping abreast with the 
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demands of this age, at least so far as to provide a sound literature ; 
the only cause of complaint being a failure of some of our people to 
patronize this literature. Possibly this fault lies largely with the 
preachers in not bringing forward and commending this interest to 
the charges they serve. In our judgment, we can greatly enlarge 
our efficiency as a Church by fostering in every proper way our own 
publishing interests. 



NASHVILLE PUBLISHING HOUSE 



We take pleasure in stating that the business affairs of our Pub- 
lishing House at Nashville, continue to be such as to inspire the ut- 
most confidence in the administration. Dr. J. B. McFerrin, with the 
assistance of L. D. Palmer as business manager, and the wise coun- 
sels of an able Book Committee, has safely steered what was once 
considered to be a sinking ship, into an open sea; and now, with the 
bulk of the debt retired, the confidence of the church re-established, 
and a largely increased patronage, we confidently expect this great 
enterprise to live and do good throughout coming generations. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate , our General Conference or- 
gan, deserves, and we think should have, the 50,000 subscribers 
asked for by the senior editor, Dr, O. P. Fitzgerald. 

Our Sunday School literature is admirably adapted to all our 
wants. It is pure, spiritual, and Scriptural, and should be used by 
every school throughout our connection. 

The bi-monthly Review, the publication of which was authorized 
by the last General Conference, with Dr. W. P. Harrison as editor, 
we trust will live, and meet the highest demands of all our people. 
The first number, now before us, gives much promise, both by its 
mechanical finish, and the subject matter it contains ; and we com- 
mend it especially to the preachers.

We have with considerable interest examined the Seventieth 
Annual Report of the American Bible Society, and rejoice that so 
much is being done, in its systematic way, in spreading the Scrip- 
tures over the land. This Society is indeed accomplishing a great 
missionary work, both domestic and foreign. The colporters sent 
out by this Society have made it a grand success, and many homes 
that were without the Bible have been supplied. 

But we find that there has been a marked decrease in the col- 
lections taken for this cause in the Southwest Missouri Conference 
during the past few years. In 1882, the collections amounted to 
$186.50, but in each succeeding year there has been a falling off so 
that the present year foots up only $27.50. 

Brethren, this ought not to be, and your committee insist that 
each member of the Southwest Missouri Conference take up a col- 
lection in his congregation for this purpose, and we further insist 
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that there be a hearty co-operation of our preachers with the au- 
thorized agents of the Society, that thereby God’s "Word may be 
placed in every home.

Report on Memoirs. 

Your Committee on Memoirs respectfully submit the following 
report. We are truly thankful that a kind Providence has spared 
the lives of all our members through another year. We are sorry 
to report, however, the name of a probationer as having fallen at 
his post. John N. P. Philips, a son of Rev. Preston Philips, of 
this Conference, was born in Texas, in 1861, and died in Kansas 
City, Mo., March 8, 1886. He was received on trial at the last ses- 
sion of this Conference, at Lexington, Mo., October 1, 1885, and, 
in connection with J. VV r . Ezell, was appointed to Newtonia Circuit. 
He went at once to his work and began a series of meetings which 
resulted in the conversion of twelve or fifteen souls. He was a 
young man of great promise — intelligent, studious, energetic. He 
made a good impression and was still growing in favor with the 
people. He had been on the Circuit about six months, when unfor- 
tunately he received an injury from the fall of his horse. After an 
illness of two weeks, he came to Kansas City for treatment, and 
was taken to the hospital, where he remained for two weeks and 
died. During his illness he was visited several times by Rev. W. 
J. Carpenter, who talked freely with him about his spiritual condi- 
tion and found him submissive to the will of God. It was his de- 
sire to recover and remain in the work of the ministry, but if he 
should be called from labor he was prepared to go. His burial ser- 
vice was conducted by Rev. C. C. Woods, at the Kansas City 
cemetery, where his remains await the resurrection of the just.

CONSTITUTIONS. 



Constitution ok Sunday School Board. 

Article I. This Board shall be composed of one minister and 
one layman from each presiding elder’s district, elected quadrenni- 
ally by the Conference. The Board shall elect a President and Sec- 
retary. 

Art. II. The Sunday School Board shall meet annually, on 
Wednesday, at 3 p. m., at the session of the Annual Conference. 

Art. 111. The Board shall giye special attention to all the Sun- 
day School interests within the bounds of the Conference, and make 
full report to the Conference. 

Art. IV. The Board shall conduct its meetings in the follow- 
ing order : 

1. Are there any vacancies in the Board? 

2. Are there any communications? 

3. What arrangements shall be made for Sunday School Con- 
ferences in the presiding elders’ districts, and for the Annual Con- 
ventions? 

4. What report shall be made to the Conference? 

Art. V. This Constitution may be amended at any annual 
meeting of the Board, by a two-thirds vote of the members present. 



Constitution ok Board ok Education. 

Article I. The ollicers of the Board shall be a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, who shall be elected quad- 
rennially by the Board, and whose duties shall be such as usually ap- 
pertain to said ollices. 

Art. II. The Board shall hold its annual meeting during the 
session of the Annual Conference, and shall act as Conference Com- 
mittee on Education. 
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Art. III. All communications made to this Board on the sub- 
ject of education shall be duly considered ; and whatever action the 
Board may take thereon shall be reported to the Conference. 

Art. IV. This Board is authorized to devise measures for pro- 
moting the interests of the institutions of learning that now are, or 
that may hereafter be, under our care : Provided , that such meas- 
ures shall be submitted to the Conference for its approval. The 
Board is further authorized and instructed to receive such donations 
and bequests as may be made to it for educational purposes, and to 
appropriate the same to the objects for which they were made. 

Art. V. The following programme is recommended for the use 
of the Board at its annual meeting : 

1. What institutions of learning are under the care of this 
Conference ? 

2. What communications are referred to this Board? Who 
shall report thereon, and what shall be reported? 

3. What measures are proposed to promote the interests of 
these institutions ? 

4. What other business is before the Board? 

Art. VI. When vacancies occur in the Board, they shall be 
tilled by the Conference. 




Constitution of Board or Missions. 



Article I. This Board shall be known as the Board of Mis- 
sions of the Southwest Missouri Conference, and shall be of force 
and operation during the present General Conference quadrennial. 

Art. II. The Board shall be composed of one minister and one 
layman from each presiding elder’s district; four of whom shall fill 
the offices of President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer ; 
the remaining members shall be Managers of the Board. 

Art. III. The officers of the Board shall be elected at the first 
meeting. 

Art. IV. All members of the Board shall hold membership 
four years, and in case of a vacancy it shall be filled by the Board, 
subject to confirmation by the Conference. 

Art. V. The President, and in his absence, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall preside at all meetings of the Board; at which, three offi- 
cers and four members shall constitute a quorum. 
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Art. VI. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete record 
of the proceedings of the Board ; issue all drafts ordered by it, and 
make an annual report to the Board, in such form as may be read at 
the anniversary meeting, embracing the names of the missions, by 
whom supplied, amount of money appropriated to each one, and the 
general statistics. He shall send a copy of this report to the Secre- 
tary of the Parent Board of Missions. 

Art. VII. The Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds 
and property of the Board, and shall make a full report annually to 
the Board of all his receipts and disbursements. He shall receive 
all funds coming to the Conference for the Parent Board of Missions, 
and transmit the same to the Treasurer thereof. 

Art. VIII. The Board shall meet annually, on the second day 
of the Conference session, at 3 p. m., and proceed with business as 
follows : 

1. Are there any vacancies in the Board? 

2. What are the reports from Missions? 

3. Have last year’s appropriations been paid? 

4. What arrangements shall be made for anniversary meeting? 

o. What is the apportionment to this Conference for the gen- 
eral work, and how is it divided? 

6. What amount is necessary for our missions, and how is it 
apportioned ? 

7. What amount of funds is in the treasury? 

8. What appropriations shall be made this year? 

9. What report shall now be made to Conference? 

10. What other business? 

At this time the Board shall arrange for holding anniversary 
meetings within the several presiding elders’ districts in the inter- 
est of foreign missions, and to disseminate missionary intelligence. 

Art. IX. All appropriations of money shall be made to the 
missions designated, and held by the Treasurer of the Board, or 
presiding elder of the district, and shall be paid quarterly with the 
receipts at each quarterly meeting. 

Art. X. The Board shall not make any appropriation for re- 
lief to preachers who have not received their full allowance. Nor 
shall the Board pass upon any losses of moneys collected for mis- 
sions, but shall report all such cases to the Conference for settle- 
ment.
